Hermanfraid, his Son, who married the 
Widow of Thra/imond, King of the Vandals. 


It. would ſeem as if that Princeſs had diffus d 
the Spirit of Humanity and Hoſpitality, 
which is obſery'd in the Northern People 
by Tacitus, through the whole Line of her 
Heffran Deſcendants. A certain great Writer. 
makes this Country to be poſſeſs d for a 
conſiderable Time by the Goths and Vandals, 
who with the Saxons and Angli conquer d 
England.

this new Dignity, The great Prince, who

Conrads Daughter, and died in 1172. In 
his Time, Gratian, a Benedictine Monk,

"HERMAN, his Brother ſucceeded, arid 
acquir'd the Palatinate of ' Saxony in 1181.

Cleves, and then a Daughter of the Elector 
Palatine, and died in 1308.

He did not like 
Roaolph,* who from almoſt nothing had aſ- 
cended the Imperial Throne, aggrandizing 
his Family by giving them the vacant Fiets 
of the Empire and demoliſhing a great 
Number of the Landgraves Caſtles in Thu- 
ringia. During this Prince's Reign there 

pened ſuch a terrible Famine in Germany, 
Poland, and Bohemia, that many People 
cat their neareſt Relations, and the Wolves 
and other Beaſts of Prey could ſcarce be kept 
off by Weapons from ſetting upon Men to 
fatisfy their Hunger. Hiſtorians are filent 
as to the Occaſion of that dreadful Calamity, 
Henry had ſeveral Children, one of whom 
was Lewis, Biſhop of Munſter, who found- 
cd the great Church of Marpurg.

Landgrave Lewis was ſucceeded by his 
Son HERMAN, who made War upon Otho 
Duke of Brunſwic, for haying invaded 
Thuringia, and died 1414, and was ſucceed- 

ed by his Son 
LIS the Mild. About this Time the 
Auſtrians giving violent Suſpicions of their 
deſigns to render the Empire hereditary in 
their Family, the Princes legally choſe the 
Landgrave of Heſs Emperor in 1414, but 
he refuſed it. 

Albert laid hold on this Opportunity to ſeize 
the Empire, and to ſecure a ſort of eleQiye

Lewis added the Counties of Zigentheim and 
Nada to the reſt of his Dominions, and 
died in 1458. Had this Prince accepted the 


Imperial Dignity, tis highly probable his 


Poſterity might ſtill have enjoy d it, they 
having all of them been Princes of great 
Merit and Courage. He was ſucceeded by 
his Son | 

Lewis the Brave, who nk a 
Daughter of JWVirtenberg, and (after the 


E manner) ſhared his Dominions with 


his Brother. In this Prince's Time Tourna- 
ments, a military Diverſion of the middle 
Ages, were wholly laid aſide. They ſeem 
to have ſucceeded tothe Fights of the Roman 
Gladiators, and other bloody Entertain- 
ments of the Circus. They were in Vogue 
at moſt of the Courts of Germany, but tri- 


umphant at that of Heſs. In the Land- 


grave's Galleries and Armory Chambers are 


to be ſeen the Effigies of ſeveral famous 
Tilters in Armour, with all the Ornaments 


uſed in Tournaments. Thoſe Sports were 
firſt inſtituted in the 7th Century by 


Emperor Henry the Fowler. None were 


admitted but the ancient Nobility: All

and Orphans, Heretics, Cowards, Ignoble, 
and ſuch as had offended Ladies in Word or 
Deed, were excluded, and but one of a Fa- 
mily was admitted at a time. Princes were 
allowed for Seconds, four Squires, Counts and 
Barons, three; Knights, two; and Gentle- 
men, one. Such as enter'd the Liſts, gave 
in their Names and Quality at the Preſident's 
Lodge, in the Preſence of three Heralds, to 
whom they gave their Helmet, Lance ald 
Sword; and after Confeſſion enter'd the 


Liſt. Their Horſes were to be without De- 


fect, and their Furniture according to Rule; 
and aſter Performance, the Judges gave Sen- 
tence. The Conqueror had the Prize given 
him by the Prince who furniſh'd it, or the 
Lady for whom he ran, and whoſe Colours 
he wore (for each Lady had her Knight). 
But theſe Paſtimes were aboliſh'd afterwards, 
as Fr. Modius, in his Panudecta Triumphalia, 
informs us, upon an unlucky Accident which 
happen'd in 1403, when the Heſſians and 
Franconians having challenged one another 
to theſe Exerciſes, ſeyenteen of the Frauco- 
nian Nobility and nine of the Hefſtar, were 
kilbd on the Spot. The Heſſans however 
were ſo elevated with this and former Victo- 
ries, that there was need of more than one

Edict of the Landgraves to ſuppreſs thoſe 
military Exploits, and extinguiſh in the 
Breaſts of their Subjects the Thirſt of that 
Glory that was to be acquired in them. 
Lewis the Courageous was ſucceeded by 
the two WILLIAMS his Sons. But they 
diſagreeing about the Succeſſion, made War 
upon one another, in which William I. died 
without Iſſue Male in 1515, But other 
Authors fay that the ſaid William being 
wounded in the Brain in 1taly, he was made 
uncapable of Government, and yielded- it to 
his Brother William II, who was a very 
brave Prince, and died in 1509, fix Years 
before his elder Brother ; who having no 
Iſſue, 
PH1L1P the Magnanimous, Son to Willi 
am II. ſucceeded: He Married Chriſtina a 
Daughter of Saxony, He was one of the great- 
eſt Men in Hiſtory ; a Prince of ſuch Valour 
and Wiſdom, that notwithſtanding Emperor 
Charles V. was his' Enemy, he had the 
greateſt Sway of any Prince in the Empire. 
In 1520, he defeated Ferdinand King of the 
Romans, and reſtored his Couſin Duke U}- 
_ rick of l irteuberg to his Dominions. He 
was conſider'd as the Bulwark of the Pro- 
tcſtant Religion and Liberties af Germany, 
againſt

againſt the long and violent Attacks which 


Charles V. back d with the whole Power of 


Spain, the Low Countries, and one half of 
Italy had made upon Born. He was the 
Chief who procur'd and made the famous 
League betwixt the Proteſtant Princes of 
the Empire in 1530 at Smalcalden, a Town 
of Heſs Caſſel. He defended the City of 
Gotz/ar againſt the Duke of Brunſwick 
one of Charless Confederates, whom, to- 
gether with his Son, he defeated and took. 


The ſame Year the Landgraye with ſeyen 


more Princes, gave in a joint Proteſtation to 
the Imperial Chamber at Spires, containing 
the Heads in which they diſſented from the 
Church of Rome ; from whence they had 
the Name of Proteſtants. After which they 
preſented a Confeſſian to the Emperor in the 
Diet at Augsburg, which was from thence 
called the Augsburg Confeſſian. This League 
being a great Eye- ſore to the Emperor, he 
uſed all Means to diſſolve it: But the Pro- 
teſtants truſting to their own Strength, and 
Randing by one another, the Hoſtilities be- 
gan on both Sides, and the Proteſtants 
brought into the Field 100,000 Men, under 
the Conduct of the Elector of Saxony and 
the Landgraye of Heſs. Had they fall'n im- 

mediately 
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1 41 
mediately upon the Emperor, whoſe Forces 
were not then join d, they might in all pro- 
bability have worſted him: But having loft 
the firſt Opportunity, the Emperor ſo 
ftrengthen'd himſelf, and ſo ſacceſsfully prac- 
tis d upon ſeveral Proteſtant Princes of the 
League, that he diſunited them from the 
Elector and Landgrave, and obliged them to 
disband their Forces. Next Year he fell in- 
to Saxony and gave the Allies a total Defeat 
at Muhlberg. He took the Elector, and 
pronounced Sentence of Death upon him; 
which he changed to Impriſonment. The 
Landgrave, who was alſo taken, ſubmitted 
himſelf, but upon very hard Terms, which 
however were not kept, for he was, contra- 
ry to the Emperor's Promiſe and the Law of 
Nations, detained Priſoner five Years, upon 
a Trick of miſpelling a Word in the Agree- 
ment, to which the Writer was corrupted ; 
whereby the Emperor alledged, that he did 
not promiſe that he ſhould not be impriſon'd, 
but that he ſhould not be perpetually im- 
priſon d. As the Landgrave was the Life 
and Soul of the League, the Proteſtant Prin- 
ces and Religion of Germany were now re- 
duced to great Extremities. Not to menti- 
on the ſucceeding Deaths of its great Sup- 
porters

porters Henry VIII, and Francis I. The 
Emperor gave the Eleftorate of Saxony to 
Maurice Duke of Saxony, who at laſt be- 
ing reſoly'd, not to permit any longer that 
both Religion and Liberty ſhould be quite 
deſtroy d, nor that his Wife's Father, the 
Landgrave of Heſs, who upon his Pal 
had ſurrender d himſelf to the Emperor, 
ſhould be detain'd a Priſoner ; he fell ſo ſud- 

denly with his Forces upon the Emperor, that 
he was very near having ſurpriz d his Perſon 
at Inſprucl. The Emperor ſhould either not 


have truſted Maurice, or have uſed him bet- 
ter: But it ſeems that he reckon'd Maurice 


had neither Religion nor Honour, ſince his 
Ambition had made him betray his Religion, 
and abandon his Party. But this quick Turn 
which he made, of a ſudden overturn'd all 
that Defign, upon. which the Emperor had 
been labouring for many Years. ''The Peace 
of Paſſau enſued, whereby the free Exer- 
ciſe of Religion was ſecured to the Proteſ- 
tants, till Matters could be better fettled at 
the next Dyet. The Landgrave was re- 
leas'd, as likewiſe the Elector, who had 
been diſmiſſed out of Priſon a little time be- 

| fore, At laſt the Religious Peace of Ger- 
many was cſtabliſh'd in the Dyet at 25 


burg,

berg, were it was provided that neither Party 
ſhould annoy one another under the Pretext | 
of Religion. 

Aſter theſe things the Landgrave livd 
peaceably at home; but ſent Forces to aſ- 
ſiſt the Proteſtants i in France. He was the 
firſt who introduc'd the Augsburg Confeſſi- 
on into his Dominions. He 2 iſn d the 
War of the enthuſiaſtical Boors, who took 
Arms at the Inſtigation of Thomas of Mun- 
ſter, the Anabaptiſt. He was born in his 
Father's Camp as he beſieged Cham in 1 504, 
which was taken as a Preſage that he would 
be a great Warrior. Some Authors ſay, he 
was ſo much inclin'd to the Marriage Bed, 
that his Wife, to whom he was very honeſt, 
could not bear it, and therefore, with her 
Conſent, and the Advice of Divines, he was 
allowed to take a Concubine. He died in 
1567; and when the Phy ſicians open'd his 
Corps, they found he had three Cods, which 
made his exceſs of the Marriage Bed more 
excuſable. 

He left four Sons, and one Daughter 
whoſe Name was Catherine. Erick King of 
Sweden courted her, but the Landgrave her 
Father refus'd to give her to a Man of fo 
little Merit. It appears that in thoſe Days

Parents were averſe. to make Sacrifices of 
their Children, even for the fake of Crowns. 
Erick had likewiſe made offer of himſelf and 
bis Kingdem to the Princeſs of ON] but 
with no better Succeſs, 

That King had before made his Addreſſes 
to Queen Elizabeth of England, by his 
Ambaſſadors at London, who miſtaking 
Compliments for Realities, writ that it was 
ad viſeable for the King himſelf to come over 
and compleat the Marriage ; but when he 
was ready to go, he was ſtopt by an unlook'd 
for Accident at Home, Having very pro- 
bably afterwards been let into the Character 
of hls Englifh Miſtreſs, he laid aſide his de- 
ſign upon her, and ade his Addreſſes to 
Mary * of Scotland : But this Princeſs 
being more Sincere, and not ſo full of Jokes 
as the other, gave the unfortunate King a 
flat Denial. At laſt he carried his Point. 
Having fallen deeply in Love with one Ca- 
therine, a Peaſant's Daughter, who in her 
younger Days, fold Nuts in the Streets of 
Stockholm ; he made his Courtſhip to her 
with Succeſs, and married her. 

Landerave Philip was ſucceeded by his 
Son WILLIAM IV. called the J iſo. He 
was a Prince of great Valour, Conftancy and 

C Piety, 
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Piety, and ntributed much to the reſcue 
of his Father out of the Emperor's Hands. 
He was alſo a Prince of 2 Learning, 
and publiſh'd ſeveral things of Aſtrolegy, 
c. He died in 1592, and was ſucceeded by 
his Son 

 Mavukiceg, who was a learned, valine, 
but unfortunate Prince, He introduced Cal 
viniſm into his Dominions, which occaſion d 
him a great deal of Trouble; for his imme- 
diate Predeceſſor, had put in a Clauſe in his 
Will, that if any of his Heirs endeavour d 
the Alteration of the eftabliſh'd Religion, he 
ſhould forfeit his right of Succeſſion. .. Up- 


on which :Lewzs claim'd his Brother's For- 


feiture. But the Matter being referred to 
Arbitrators choſen on both Sides, they de- 
termined in fayour of what Maurice had 
done among his own Subjects. He had 
War with Emperor Ferdinand II. who at- 
tacked him becauſe he would not ſubmit the 
Differences of Religion to his Deciſion. 

In the Year 1609 an Event happen'd 
which mtereſted moſt of the great Powers of 
Europe. On the Demiſe of John William, 
Duke of Juliers, Cleves, Berg, Kc. with- 
out Iſſue, mighty Competitiors aroſe for the 


Succeſſion, and prepared to ſupport their re-

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ſpective Pretenſions by Arms. The Kings 
of France, Great Britain, Spain, the United 
Provinces, the Emperor, and Electors, and 
other Princes of the Empire, foreſeeing that 
if the Claimants ſhould make War upon one 
another, they would be unayoidably en- 
gaged in it too, tho' never ſo much againſt 


their Will. They did therefore employ their 
united good Offices to accommodate that dif- 
ficult Affair, but with no great Succeſs. 
Their particular Intereſts and mutual Jea- 


louſies render'd them all ſuſpected, and par- 
tial Judges; ſome were for giving the 
Countries in conteſt to one, and ſome to ano- 
ther. At laſt the Landgrave of Heſs Caſſel 


-privately mediated a temporary Agreement 
between the Pretenders, whereby the Storm 


was kept off for two Years; but which 
broke out with ſo great Violence afterwards. 
In the Wars of Bohemia and Religion, and 
ſucceeded to thoſe that were occaſion'd on the 
Score of the Succeſſion to Juliers and Cleves, 
the Landgrave bore ſo great a Share, that it 
will be neceſſary to ſay ſomething thereof. 
The Origin of this War, which laſted 30 
Years, was this. In the Religious Peace

Catholicks and thoſe who adhered to the 
Augsburg Confeſſion, the free Exerciſe of 
Religion being forbidden to all others, But 
ſome of the 1 28 of the Empire, among 
whom the chief were the EleQor Palatin 
and the Landgrave of Heſs Caſſel, having 
ſince that Time receiv'd the Reform'd Reli- 
gion, commonly call'd the Calviniſt, the 
Roman Catholicks were againſt their enjoy- 
ing the Religious Peace. Theſe on the other 
hand alledg'd, that they, as well as the reſt 
did belong to the Augsburg Confeſſion, and 
that the whole Difference did only conſiſt in 
ſome few Heads: But the Lutherans, who 
ſtrictly adher'd to the Words of the Augs- 
burg Confeſlion, were not for receiving them 
into the ſame Communion ; tho' it was their 
Opinion they ought not to be perſecuted for 
the Differences that were betwixt them, 
But afterwards theſe controverted Articles 
were, by the heat of fome Lutheran Mi- 
niſters, explain'd in ſo different a manner, 
that the name of a Calviniſt became as odious 
to ſome of the Lutherans, as that-ofa Roman 
Catholick, The Catholicks tak ing hold of this 


In Germany, the United Provinces, and other Coun- 


tries, the Lutherans are con monly diftinguiſh'd by the Name 
of Proteſtants, or thoſe of the Augsburg Confeſſion ; and the 
Calviniſts are commonly called the Reformed Tho' in Truth, 
one Name may very well ſerve both.

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ally thoſe in the Electorate of Saxony, unto

whom they repreſented: the Calvinifts as a 
People equally. deſtructive to both Parties; 
whereby they hop'd to disjoin the Calvinifts 


from the reſt, and after they had deftroyed 


them, to make the eaſier Work with the 


Lutherans, The Landgrave of Heſs there- 
fore and other Princes of the Reformed Re- 
ligion entred into a Confederacy for the 
common Security of their Religion; into 
which they received many Lutheran Princes 
of the more moderate Sort; and ſo it was 
called the. Evangelical Union. In oppoſition 
to this Confederacy, the Roman Catholicks 
made an Alliance among themſel ves, which 
they called the Catholick League, whoſe 
Head was the Duke of Bavaria, a conſtant 
Rival of the Elector Palatine, Both of 
them being thus prepared for War, the Flame 
quickly after broke out in the Kingdom of 
Bohemia; which notwithſtanding that the 
EleQor of Saxony and other Proteſtant Princes 
took ſide with the Emperor and the Catho- 
lick League, was carried on by the Land- 
grave and his Party with indifferent good 
Succeſs, till the unfortunate Battle of Prague 
in 1632, which the EleQor Palatine, who 
was choſe King of Bohemia unadyiſedly ven- 
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22 
tured, by which the Confederates at once 
loft all their former Advantages. The ſame 
Year Landgrave Maurice died, and his Son 
WILLIAM V. called the Conſtant ſuc- 
ceeded. He was a brave and virtuous 
Prince, but was reduced to great Straits by 
the Emperor, who over-run the Landgra- 
viate, and well nigh ruin'd it. The Confede- 
rates, perceiving the EleQor Palatine, by * 
reaſon of his Youth, an improper Perſon to 
be intruſted with their common Intereſts, 
turn'd their Eyes to the Landgrave. In their 
preſent Extremity, he adviſed and promoted 
| a e with the Kings of France and 
| Denmark, the Dutch, &c. who were all 
| jealous of the Emperor's vaſt Power in the 
Empire. But the Succours they ſent were 
ſo ſmall as not to ſtop the rapid Progreſs of 
the Emperor, who began now to look upon 
himſelf as abſolute in Germany. At laſt 
they apply d to Guſtavus King of Sweden, 
who came to their Aſſiſtance, and ſav'd the 
Empire. That valiant Prince was induced 
to enter Germany, partly becauſe the preſer- 
vation of his own State ſeem'd to depend on 
the Emperor's not getting firm footing on 
the Baltic, as well as becauſe of the earneſt 
_ Solicitations of the German Princes to come 


to

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to their Aſſiſtance. That long War of which 
the Landgraviate was often the Theatre, was 
at laſt happily terminated by the Treaty of 
Oſnabrug and Munſter in 1648. By this 
Peace, the Authority of the States of Ger- 
many and the Proteſtant Religion, were 
eſtabliſh'd at once, and the Emperor's Power 
confin'd within ſuch Bounds, as he could not 
eaſily break thro for the future. | 

_ William, who had not the Satisfaction to 
live to ſee ſo happy an Iſſue of that War, 
left the Adminiſtration of the Government, 


with the Guardianſhip of his Son, to his 
Wife AuzIIA ELIZABETH of Heinau, the 


Heroin of her Age, who after her Huſ- 
band's Death, ſupported the Government 
ſucceſsfully by Arms, raiſed Fortifications, 
got her Son's Dominions enlarged by the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia, and died in 1651. 
This Addition of Territory was given as a 
Compenſation for the Damage and Expences 
the Landgrave and his Country had ſuſtain'd 
during the War. 

Amelia's Son WIILIAM VI. called the 
Good, ſucceeded. He married a Daughter 
of the Elector of Brandenburg, was a great 


Supporter of Calyiniſm, and died in 1663. 
He 
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He had two Children, viz. Charlotte, whom 
he married to Chriftias V. King of Dew 
mark; and | 

 CuanLus, the late Inge, en 
born in 1654. He married a Daughter of 
Caurlaud. He was a Prince of great Merit. 
Forward in every thing that tended to the 
Good of the Empire in particular, and of 
Europe in general, fo that he made a very 
great Figure i in his Day. He was'privy to 
and aſſiſtant in the Affair of the Revolution. 
A numerous Body of his Troops being to 
replace thoſe that went over with the Prince 
of Orange, had there been need for them. 
He was a Prince of great Perfonal Bravery : 
Was his own General; for he headed his 
own Troops himſelf upon the Rhine. He 
obliged the French to raiſe the Siege of 
Rhinfield in 1692. 
The Landgrave, with three of his Sons, 
all who were of Age, was preſent at moſt of 
the Battles and Sieges of the laſt general 
War; and the glorious Succeſſes whereof 
were not a little owing to. their Perſonal 
Bravery, and to the numerous Bodies of

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to 1708. the King © and the 
Landgrave, with a very grand Retinue, came 
to the Army. The Duke of Marlborough 
went out to receive them. And next Day, 
to do them a Pleaſure, cauſed the whole 
Army to paſs in Review before them. After 
this, the two Princes were 1 to 
Prince Eugenes Camp before Lie; that 
Prince and Marſhal Awverkerk having in- 
vefted that famous Fortreſs, while the Duke 
of Martberongh and the Prince of Tris and 
or Orange, (Father to the preſent Prince) 


covered the Siege. Here CHARLES was 


waited upon by his three Sons, viz. the 
hereditary Prince, now King of Sweden, 
Prince William, (Father to our young 
PRINCE,) and Prince Maximilian. He 
had already loft two of his Sons, CHARLES 


ho fell at the Siege of the Citadel of Liege 
in 1702, at the Side of the hereditary Prince 
His Brother, and of Maximilian of Hanover, 


Brother to K. George I. of Great- Britain. 
And LEWIS who was kill'd in the Battle 
of Ramellies, in 1706. T he Lanagrave 
received Letters of Condolance on the Loſs 


of thoſe two illuſtrious Youths, from the 
Confederate Powers, as alſo from Prince 
"gon; the Duke of  Mariborough, and

Marſhal Auverkerk. The Deputies of the 
STATES, in their Letter to their High 
Mightineſſes, wherein they give an Account 
of the glorious Victory of Ramelltes, | lay, 
« Our greateſt Loſs is the -young Prince 
« Lewis of Heſs, Colonel of Infantry, 
„ who fell as he was charging the Enemy 
with great Bravery”. The Landgrave, 
after the Example of the greateſt Princes, 
would have all his Sons to ſerve as Volun- 
tiers, at leaſt for the firſt two or three Cam- 
Paigns. 

At the grand Attack, in Preſence of the 
Duke of Marlborough and the whole Army, 
of the Citadel of Liege, the hereditary 
Prince, who went Voluntier at the Head of 
his Father's Grenadiers, was the firſt who 
mounted the Breach, and took the Colours 
from a French Officer. Mr. Wentworth, 
Brother to the late Earl of Strafford, who 
alſo went a Voluntier in the ſaid Attack, 
was kill'd by his Side. 

In 1703, the Siege of Limburgh was 
carried on by the Duke of Marlborough, the 
- hereditary Prince, and the Hanoverian Ge- 
neral Bulau. Afterwards, his Highneſs and 
his Brother Prince William were employ'd 

in the moſt im partant Enterprizes of the War. 
| In 
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In the Year 1508, JON WILLIAM 
FR Iz o, hereditary Prince of Frie and, 
was choſe Stadtholder of the Province of 
Groninguen. To the Deputies who preſented 
that great Charge to him, he anſwer'd, That 
be would make no other Uſe of it, but to 
- maintain their Rights, their Laws, and 
their Privileges, to preſerve the Purity of 
the Chriſtian Reformed Religion, and to de- 
fend their precious Liberty. Upon this new 
Dignity, and his being now arrived at the 
twenty-firſt Year of his Age, made ſeveral 
Sovereign Princes and others, Friends of the 
illuſtrious Houſe of Orange, adviſe him to 
turn his Thoughts to Marriage. In Fact, 
the Prince was the only Male Child that re- 
main'd of his Family ; his precious Life was 
expoſed every Campaign to new Dangers in 
a War where the Sieges and Battles were ſo 
frequent, and ſo fatal; and his own perſonal 
Spirit and Courage, the hereditary Virtues 
of his great Anceſtry, were not wanting in 
him, but puſh'd him on to the moſt arduous 
Enterprizes. The Intereſts therefore of His 
Hos E requird that he ſhould betimes 
think of giving Heirs thereto, and this was 
the Deſire of the ſeven Provinces in General, 
and of the Province of Frie ſland in particular.

The Prince,: tho an ardent Deſire after 
military Glory was predominant in him, was 
notwithſtanding moy'd with theſe Conſide- 
rations, and fo caſt his Eyes on the Princeſs 
Mary Louis A, Daughter to the Land- 
grave of Heſs Caſſel. This Marriage, which 
was celebrated with great Magnificence the 
Year following at Caſſel, was thought the 
moſt ſuitable that could be, and had the 
univerſal Approbation. The Prince and 
Princeſs were of the fame Age; come of 
Families equally illuſtrious for Religion, 
Magnanimity, and a ſupream Love of Juſtice 
and Liberty. The Prince was preſſing on 


to Glory in the Way of Arms, and doing 


important Services to his Country, The 
Princeſs was adorn'd with every amiable 
Virtue ; and particularly thoſe which neither 
Time nor Adverſities could efface; a ſingu- 
lar Piety, Sweetneſs, Charity, and an Even- 

neſs of Temper in every Situation of Life, 
The Landgrave and his new Son and 
Daughter received the Compliments of moſt 
of the Sovereigns of Europe upon this Event, 
I will content myſelf with producing the 
congratulatory Letter written by the Land- 
grave's Siſter, the Queen Dowager of Den.

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But alas! this Happineſs was but of ſhort 
Continuance. The Prince of ORANGE, 
on his Way from the Camp to the Hague, 
croſſing a ſmall Creek of the Sea of a Mile's 
Breadth, was unfortunately drown'd, a ſud- 
den Guft of Wind aroſe which overſet the 
Boat, and all that were in it. The Prince, 
to ſhelter himſelf from the Rain, unfortu- 
nately kept himſelf in his Coach. All were 
fay'd except himſelf, and his Maſter of the 
Horſe. This fatal Accident happen'd in the 
24th Year of his Age, having been mar- 
ried but two Years. The News was im” 
mediately carried to the Princeſs, then preg- 
nant, who ſeven Weeks after was delivered 
of his Serene Highneſs the preſent Prince of 
Orange. 

The general Concern which this fad Ac- 
cident occafion'd is not to be expreſſed. The 
Army of the Allies, where he was the Obje& 
of univerſal Love and Admiration, were 
ſtruck as with a Thunderbolt on the News 
of it. Their High Mightineſſes lamented 
the Loſs of their Prince, as the greateſt Loſs 
that could befal the Republick. Moſt of 
the Courts of Europe went into Mourning 
on this Occaſion, and by their Ambaſſadors 
made their Compliments of Condolance to

the Court of Heſs Caſſel, and to the widow'd 
Princeſs then at Lewarden.

| I do not know whether it will be proper to obſerve here, 
that his Highneſs beſides his being preſumptive Heir to the 
Landgraviate of Heſs Cafſel, does ' moreover ſtand a fair 
Chance to be King of Sweden. As that Crown is elective, 
the Swedes may chuſe whom they will, on the Demiſe of 
the preſent King, whoſe Health is ſtill very precarious ; un- 
leſs Queen Ulrice ſhall pleaſe to reſume the Reins again; 
the new Election will go between the Prince, and the Duke 
of Hallein. The firſt, (beſides the Advantages of Perſonal 
Merit, which does not go for nothing among the Swedes, 
who in the general are a ſober good People) will no doubt 


have the Intereſt of Great-Britain, and which is very 
conſiderable here, that of Denmark. His Daniſh Majeſty

DOMINIONS. 


OF THE 


LANDGRAVE. 


H E. Lander aviats of Heſs Caſſel 
lies in the Circle of the Upper 


Rhine, and is about 100 Miles long, 
and 70 broad. It. has the Dominions of 
Brunſwic Lunenburg, on the North, Sax 
Gotha on the Eaſt, Naſſaw and Mentz on 
the South, and the Circle of Weſiphalia on 
the Weſt. 

The Air, tho' Cold, is very wholſome ; 
and the Natives live to a great Age. 

The Country is fruitful in Corn and Wine. 
There being large Vineyards in ſome Places, 
which afford better Wine than in any other 
Places of the ſame Northern Situation. In 
their Fields and Gardens they have Abun- 
dance of wild Saffron, and Woad us'd by 
Dyers for their beſt Blues, and Sky Colours, 


In 
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In their Mountains they have Mines of 
Copper, Lead, and other Metals, of which 
they make ſametimes great Profit. In ſome 
Places there are Salt Pits, and Mines of Sil- 
yer; but theſe haye not turn'd to fo good 
Account as the Mines of Brunſwic and 
Saxony. The Woods and Foreſts abound 
2 wild Fowl, and all other Sorts 
of Game. But the Staple of the Country is 
Wool. The Vallics are cover'd with Sheep, 
which have the fineſt Wool in Germany, 
which uſed to be bought by our Engliſh 
Merchants, and made into Cloth here, or in 
their Factories abroad. The French Pro- 
teſtants, who are ſettled here, being very 
induſtrious, and skill'd in all Sorts of Ma- 
nufactures, are chicfly employ'd in making 
and dreſſing of Cloth. 
The Country is plentifully water'd with 
the Fulda, the Lolin, the Werna, the 
Leine, and the Sala, which Riyers abound 
with all Sorts of delicate Fiſh. Thus the 
Landgraviate is very pleaſant, being diver- 
fify'd with Hills, Vallies, Foreſts and 
Rivers; and has great Plenty of the Ne- 
eeſſarie and Comforts of Lite.

The County of 
Schawemburg, except Buckeburg, which 
belongs to the Count of Lippe. This County 
lies in Meſtphalia, is 30 Miles in Length, 


and 16 in Breadth. 6. Smalcalden in the 


County of Henneberg. 7. The Lordſhips 
of Rotenberg and | Saxenhagen. Moſt of 
theſe Eſtates, except Schawemburg lie con- 
tiguous; but are in ſome Places indented 
with the Territories of other Princes. 
The Principal Towns are 
I. Cafe, the Metropolis of Heffia, and 
the ordinary Reſidence of the Landgrave. 
It lies in the ſame Northern Latitude with 
London; about 51, 17. at almoſt an equal 
Diſtance from Hanover, Gotha, and Franc 


fort; being a great Day's Journey from 


each. Tis a large, well built City; ſeated 
in a pleaſant and rich Plain, on the Banks 
of - the Fulda, over which there is a 
fine Stone Bridge. It is fortify'd with 
ſtrong Walls, and broad Trenches, and is 

reckon'd one of the beſt Fortifications in the 
Empire. - The Arſenal is a great * | 
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of tiewn Stone, well furniſhed with Arms 

and all forts of warlike Proviſions. In the 

long Rooms are Arms for 25,000 Men, and 
in that underneath, there- are 200 Cannon, 
ſome of which are 62 Pounders, and many 
taken from the Emperor and other Princes. 
They ſhew ſeyeral curious military Inſtru- 
ments, ſuch as Muskets, which under the 
Rammer have Darts, that ſpring out at the 
end of the Piece as ſoon as tis diſcharged. 
The Citadel is very ſtrong. The Land- 
grave's Palace is ſeparate from the Town, 
and has ſome Chambers in the Ramparts, to 
lodge his Family in caſe of a Siege, out of 
the reach of Bombs or Granadoes. Indeed 
there does not ſeem to be ſo great need for 
this Precaution here as in moſt other Places: 
For this Town has often enjoy d itſelf in 
Peace and Safety, whilſt other Towns have 
been the Scenes of War. During the Civil 
Wars, the Imperialiſts paſſed by Caſſel 
without attempting it, becauſe they thought 
it impregnable. There are four Churches 
here, beſides the Chapel in the Palace for 
the Deyotions of the Court. The Cathe- 
dral is capable of holding 4000 People. In 
it are the Monuments of the Landgraves in 
Braſs, Copper and Marble, the Workman- 
F ſhip 
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e 
ſhip of which is very good: And they have 
Inſcriptions upon them, with brief Hiſtories 
of the Princes intomb'd. The Streets of the 
City are large, and full of Shops; and they 
have ſeyeral fine Markets, with good Pro- 


viſions of all Sorts, and at reaſonable Rates, 


ſo that the People live very well 
The Palace is a ſumptuous Structure of 
hewn Stone, well adorn'd both without and 
within, with a great number of noble Ap» 
partments, fine Gardens, and curious Foun- 
tains. In the Court are two Riding Houſes 
for managing the Great Horſe. From 
the Palace there's a delicate View over the 
adjacent Country, from whence may be ſeen 
ſixty Towns, the leaſt of which contain 300 
Houſes, a Proſpect not to be match'd in the 
Empire. The Landgrave has a noble Li- 
brary, and ColleQions of many Ancient and 
Modern Rarities. The Gymnaſium here was 
formerly well frequented, but of late Years 


it has been much eclipſed by the Uniyerfity 


of Marpurg. | 

Marpurg lies about half way between 
Caſſel and Francfort. Tis reckon'd the ſecond 
Town in the Landgraviate. The ſap 
and common Court of Judicature is kept 


here. It conſiſts of a. Preſident and fix Aſ- 


ſeſſors,

ſeſſors, who finally determine all Controver- 
fies brought before them. The Town is well 
built, and pleaſantly fituate on the River 
Lolin. From the Bridge there's a fine Pro- 
ſpe& of the neighbouring Vineyards and 
ſhady Hills. The Town is well fortificd, 
and has a Citadel on a neighbouring Hill, 
reckon'd one of the beſt in Germany. The 
great Church is a ſtately Fabric, founded 
by Lewis Biſhop of Munſter, Son to Land- 
grave Henry. Here there are handſome 
Monuments, a great part of whoſe Inſcrip- 
tions are given us at large by Chytreus. in bis 
Diliciæ Itmerum. But the greateſt Glory of 
Marpurg i is its Univerſity, which is oneof the 
nobleſt in Germany. Tt is very much the 
Care of the Prince, who diſcourages the leſ- 
ſer Seminaries called Cymnaſia, ſo far as they 
tend to diminiſh the Luftre of this Uni- 
verſity. It is at preſent in a very flouriſh- 
ing Condition, has many learned Profeſſors, 
and great numbers of Scholars. 

The other conſiderable Towns belonging 
to the Prince, are Hir/chfeld, formerly a very 
rich Abbey, but has now the Title of a 
Principality, It js 12 Miles in Length and 
as many in Breadth,

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Schawembnrgh, Capital of a large County 

on the Frontiers of Hanover. It lies in . 
Pbhalia, and it brings in a good Revenue to 
the Landgrave. By Means of the Veſer, 
it has a good Trade. It abounds with Corn 
and Hay, Quarries of Free Stone, of which 
they export great Quantities, Salt Pits, 
Timber, Coal, Allum, Chalk, Veniſon: And 
ſome Years ago they had Copper Mines, in 
which there were found ſome ſmall quanti- 
ties of Gold and Silver Ore. Tis water'd 
by the Weſer, Hamet, Awe, Caſpaw, and the 
Exter, from which and the Steinhuder Sea, 
a Lake five Miles long and two broad, they 
are plentifully ſupplied with Fiſh, eſpecially | 
Perch, for Conſumption and Export. 'The 
Country is Populous and has ſeveral good 
Towns, which we ſhall not ſtay to deſcribe, 
_ Rottenburg, a pretty Town on the Fulda, 
8 Miles from Hirſchfeld, in a pleaſant Valley. 
Near it is a Quarry of white Allabaſter, out 
of which were .dug-moſt of the noble Mo- 
numents in the great Church at Marpurg. 
Smalcalden, which has a large Territory, 

is a well built Town, on a Rivulet of the 
ſame Name. Tis noted for the Mines of 
Iron in the Neighbourhood, and employing 
four or fiye hundred Smiths, who make all 
ſorty 
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ſorts of Iron Ware, tranſported from hence 


to the remote Parts of the Empire. They 
alſo make and temper Steel, whence a 
ſmall Village in the Neighbourhood has the 
name of Stahlberg. But that which moſt 
advanced the — 4 of this Place, was the 
famous League againſt the Emperor Charles 
V. by the Landgrave and other Proteſtant 
Princes in 1537, whence the bloody War 
that enſued was called the Smualkaldiſh 
War. $f 
BEFORE we dad 60 account for the 
Power, Revenues, Sc. of this IIluſtrious 
Houſe, tis neceſſary to obſerve, that Land- 
graye Philip the Magnanimous, who died in 
1567, left ſour Sons, who (after the Man- 
ner of Germany) ſhared his Dominions, and 
ſo formed the four Branches of Heſs Caſſel, 
Heſs Darmſtadt, Heſs Rhemnfels, and Heſs 
Homburg. Theſe Branches, which do tilt 
exiſt, yery much weaken the Houſe of Heſs 
Gafſel. The Eftates, we have above enume- 
rated, do belong to the Landgraye alone. 
The Prince of Heſs Darmſtadt is next to 
him in Power, and Wealth. The other 
two are not ſMonſiderable. Darmſtadt is 
Lutheran, Homburg Calvinift, and Rheinfels 


Catholick. We hs only to add that this 
ſore 
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fore domeſtic Evil of dividing the Sovereign- 
ty among the Children, was put an end to 
by the Receſſus Imperii * in 1654, which eſta- 
bliſhed the Right of Primogeniture in this 
Family, and has for the future prevented 
them dwindling into petty Princes, which 
has been the Fate of many Families in Ger- 


ma

grave of Heſs Caſſel were reckon'd at only 
100,000 or 120,000 J. Sterling. But at 
this Day they are more. 'The Landgraviate 
is full of Native Riches, particularly Wool 
and Lead, which wanted only to be Manu- 


factured to render this a flouriſhing Country; 5 


and this the late Landgrave Charles, as we 
have above heard, took a ſpecial Care to 
have dene. About 1 50 Years ago the 


County of Cat zenellenbogen, with the Po- 
reſt of Richerdwalde, was farm'd at 1 2,000 J. 
and the County of Schawemburg 10,000 1. 
The People have no occaſion to ſend their 
Money out of the Country for Foreign 
Commodities, as they have every thing that is 
good, and in very great Plenty too, of their 
own : Cloth, numerous Her * 4 Flocks, 
beſides Hogs, which feed in t de Foreſts, all

forts 
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forts of Veniſon and wild Fowl, more than 
they can conſume. Fiſh, Wood for Building 
and Fuel, Salt, Coal, and Lead. 

Under the Head of Reyenues, we may 
add, that ſo very good the Heſſian Troops 
are, and their being to be had at an caſter 
Rate, than what moſt Nations can levy 

Forces at Home, not to mention their con- 
venient Situation for Action when called 
thereto; theſe will always, even in Time of 
Peace, bring in a conſiderable Subſidy of 

Money from one Power or other into this 

Country. 

The late Landgrave had uſually in his 
military Services, a General, two Lieutenant 
Generals, one Major General, one Colonel 
of the Artillery, two Commiſlary Generals 
of War, and one chief Paymaſter, two Troops 
of Life Guards, one of white and the other 

of black Horſes : Three Regiments of Horſe, 
three of Dragoons, and five of Foot, one of - 
which is Guards, beſides the Militia, which is 
commanded by a Lieutenant General. The 
People of this Country are numerous and 
warlike, being diſciplin'd and train'd, per- 
haps more than what is for the good of the 
Country. The Prince might employ them 
a a great deal better in making them labour 
the 
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the Ground, and * to uſeful Trades, —ft's 
remarkable, that while other Proteſtant Po« 
wers and States make no Scrupleto hire their 
Troops indifferently to Catholick and Pro- 
teſtant Princes, the Landgraves never diſpoſe 
of theirs but to thoſe of the fame Religion 
with themſel ves. 

The Power and Splendour of this Houſe 
is ſo great as to be mferr to the Imperial 
and ſome of the Electoral Families only. I 
ſay ſome of the Electoral, for it exceeds in 
N and Wealth the three Eocleſiaſtical 
Electors, as alſo the Elector Palatine. For 
the Matricula of the Empire rates the Quota 
of this laſt at only 30 Horſe, 138 Foot, and 
914 Florins; whereas the Landgrave is ra- 
ted at 350 Horſe, 260 Foot, and 1640 Flo- 
rins. It is true this is the joint Quota of 
Heſs Caſſel and Heſs Darmſtadt; but the 
former's Proportion is notwithſtanding great- 
er than that of the Palatine Houſe, 

Indeed this Houſe is arrived at ſuch an 
Eminency, and makes ſo great a Figure both 
in and out of the Empire, as to be well able 
to ſupport the Electoral Dignity, at which 
it can be no Arrogance for them to aſpire at. 
And as this Affair of a tenth Electorate in 
fayour of this Illuftrious Houſe has of late 

been 
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been much talk'd of, and Been the SubjeRtof 
ſolemn Debates at ſeveral of che Golirts bf 
Germany, I will here beg leave to offef à few 
Reaſons, for firſt, the Legality, and ſoonde 
ly, the Expedi iency of ſucli ati Erection. 
With regard to the Firſt. Theſe who have 
declar d for the Negative, alledge that any 
new Erection of this Nature is contrary! to 
the Laws of the Empire, which have fix'd 
the Number of EleQors.— But this is not 
ſo. At leaſt if there was once ſach a Ew, 
that has been fo. often broke through, or 
rather laid afide by the fame * 
that made it, as to be now quite Obſolete and 
of no Force. The Matter is this. At firſt Em- 
peror Otto III. named only fix Electors. 
Near 300 Years after Emperor Rodolph 
made the King of the Romans an Elector. 
Emperor Charles IV. fix'd the Number of 
EleQors to ſeven, by an Article of the 
Golden Bull, That Golden Bull which was 
made in 1456, conſiſted of 30 Chapters or 
Articles, whereof 29, and part of another, 
pe long ago been broke through, and are 
W no more regarded. And fo about the 
beginning ofthe laſt Century an eighth Elec- 
torate was erected to humour the Duke of 
Bavaria L and towards 11 25 of it, a ninth 
Th?
